WHAT THE CHURCH IS AND IS NOT. 


The Church is not simply an aggregation of indi- 
vidual believers, but an organism, created by the Son 
of God, into which the Holy Spirit was infused as its 
animating soul. Hence it lives its own divine life and 
imparts spiritual life to those who are its engrafted 
members. The members do not make the Church, as 
millions erroneously imagine, but citizenship in her 
fold makes them God’s children and heirs of Heaven. 
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SODALITIES FOR NURSES. 

Our Holy Father the Pope, in his address to the Sodalists of Rome, 
which we referred to in a recent issue, called special attention to the 
advisability of having Sodalities for special classes of persons. “It may 
be said,” he declared, “that every class of people has its Sodality,” and 
he enumerated Sodalities of priests, of professional men, of workers, ex- 
pressing his desire that every one who can do so should become a member 
of this blessed society in honor of God’s Mother, and realizing the true 
purpose of the Sodality should work zealously therein according to each 
one’s opportunities for the neighbor and the Church as weil as for their 
own personal sanctity. 

Following out this desire of the Holy Father, we ate now planning 
here in the United States a nation-wide organization of Sodalities for 
trained nurses. The great opportunities which the profession. of nursing 
affords for service to the neighbor and the Church, the large number of 
Catholic women who are taking up this calling. and the need of an or- 
ganization to unite them for mutual assistance and development and for 
the help of others, makes this undertaking specially timely and important. 

In the Nurses’ Sodalities now being organized in a number of places 
as the result’of these suggestions, specia! regard will be paid to the needs 
and opportunities of the professional nurse. It is proposed to~begin in 
the training schools, and establish there fervent Sodalities full of the 
spirit of active zeal. The graduate nurses will, of course, remain mem- 
bers of the Sodality for “once a Sodalist always a Sodalist.” In every 
city there will be one or more centers of the Nurses’ Sodality, and in 
these, besides the spiritual activities, various intellectual and social 
features will be maintained to meet the needs of the nurses. Thus there 
will be lectures and round table talks on professional topics, a section to 
welcome visiting nurses, a library section, to provide books for the mem- 
bers, a régistration bureau, a benefit section to make small loans to the 
members, and such other activities as loca! circumstances may suggest. 
The nurses will also help in charitable work so far as their occupations 
will allow them. 

With a thorough system of registration and the use of membership 
cards, those nurses who have to travel! about in the exercise of their pro-

Christianity supposes reason, as grace supposes 
nature; the acceptance of revelation does no violence 
to reason; it simply assists reason. To accept one’s 
faith from the Church is. not doing any violence to 


reason; on the contrary, even humanly speaking, the 
judgment of the Church, centuries old and world- 
wide, would make its verdict easier of acceptance than 
the conclusions of any one individual’s reason. 


The private judgment plan as a Rule of Faith is 
only a theory.
